Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed January 5. 2007, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 1, 3 and 9-12 under 35 U.S.C. 102 and claims 2, 4 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1, 3 and 9-12 under 35 
U.S.C. 102 and claims 2, 4 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103 have been withdrawn. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 7,087,045 to Jensen teaches a tampon having a plurality of evenly 
spaced recessed portions (defining a plurality of evenly spaced raised portions) having a width 
dimension that varies stepwise along the length dimension of the raised portion, thus varying 
the raised portion's length and width dimensions in the same manner but complimentary to the 
variation of the recessed portions, e.g. where the recessed portion claimed has a region of 
increased width, the raised portion will have a region of decreased width. U.S. Patent No. 
7,081,110 to Karapasha teaches a tampon applicator having a plurality of raised portions whose 
width varies intermittently along the length of the applicator. Karapasha is silent regarding 
spacing of the raised portions.
